He Says That the Gold Re- 


serve will Always be a 


Matter of Politics and 


will Imperil Confi- 


dence in Cur- 


rency System. 


[Special Dispatch to the Transcript.] 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Dec. 21.—Secre- 


tary of the Treasury Carlisle's annual re- 
port of the state of the finances shows the 
revenues of the government from all 
sources to have been 5409,475, 40S, the ex- 
penditures to be |434,67S,6o4, deficit for 
the year ended June 30,1S96 to be $25,203,- 
246. In addition to ordinary revenues 
collected during the year the treasury 
cash has been increased as follows: 
for the sale of one hundred million four 
percent, thirty year bonds $111,166,2.18; 
from the Issue of fo«r per cent, bonds 
liquidating interest accrued on refunding 
certificates converted during the year 
£4,130. 


Retire the Biot«N. 


Discussing the question of currency the 


secretary makes an exhaustive argument 
in favor of the retirement from circula- 
tion of the United States and treasury 
notes. He says "Our experience since the 
resumption of specie 
payments 
has 


thoroughly demonstrated the impolicy of 
attempting to maintain in circulation 
these notes as a permanent part of the 
currency. I deem further argument of the 
question unnecessary except for the pur- 
pose of again pressing the subject upon 
the attention of congress." 


Questionable Gold Reserve. 


Again the secretary says: "The main- 


tenance of a policy necessarily imposing 
upon the government the burden of fur- 
nishing gold at the public expense to all 
who demand it for hoarding or export 
cannot be justified upon the ground of ex- 
pediency or sound financial principle. 
Although the actual ability of the gov- 
ernment to redeem the notes promptly in 
gold may be undisputed, still the question 
whether they will or should be always 
redeemed is open to public discussion." 


Olotiirbaurc fjroin Politics. 


"It is well known that the constant agi- 


tation of the question for the past few 
years upon several occasions has greatly 
imperiled the safety of onr currency sys- 
tem. So long as the notes remain In cir- 
culation questions regarding the manner 
of their redemption and regarding the 
mode of maintaining the gold reserve for 
the purpose will be political issues, and so 
long as these questions are in politics 
public confidence in the stability of the 
currency will be more or less disturbed," 


H111 >ot Injuriously Contract. 


"No system of coinage which can be 


devised will furnish 
the government 


either gold or silver unless it pays for it; 
with the means already collected by taxa- 
tion, or by contracting indebtedness to be 
paid by the people in the future." 
The 


secretary Is thoroughly convinced that 
the retirement of both classes of notes 
under some restrictions, as congress may 
see proper to prescribe as prudent, or the 
secretary of the treasury adopt in the ex- 
ercise of his official discretion, will not 
result in either permanent or temporary 
injurious contraction of the currency. 


The secretary further eays: "What is 


most needed at the present time is not 
more taxes but more economy in appro- 
priation and expenditures. The great in- 
crease in the ordinary expenditures of 
the government in the last seven years is 
without precedent in our history in times 
of pence and presents a subject impera- 
tively demanding the serious considera- 
tion of congress. 


Knowledge Will Facilitate. 


Tht secretary concludes'saying: "When 


the true principle of taxation is recog- 
nized and applied there will be no diffi- 
culty in securing ample revenues for the 
support of the government without sub- 
jecting industries to injurious burdens or 
trade to unnecessary restrictions." 


Suffirlent Importations let. 


'•Although the number of purely reve- 


nue articles has been much diminished by 
economy and changes that have taken 
place the last few years such articles still 


sufflc.en t in number and must continue to 
be imported in sufficient number,to afford 
under moderate rates of duty all the addi- 


tions to the income of the government 
that further exigencies may prove neces- 
sary. 


"No matter what may be the preferences 


of any part of our people upon the subject 
the necessities of the situation demand the 
adoption ot a system of taxation which 
will utilize these resources." 


BANK OF ILLINOIS FAILS, 


Failure Due to 
Reckless 


Methods and Indicious

of Illinois, one of the best known and old- 
est banking institutions of Chicago, assets 
between twelve and fifteen millions, 
closed its doors today. The posted notice 
read: "I'his bank is in the hands of the 
National Bank exchange by order of the 
comptroller of the treasury." This ac- 
tion was decided npou at the meeting of 
the directors of the bank last night, after 
the bank had been suspended from the 
clearing house committee earlier in (he 


day. 


A Washington dispatch says Comp- 


troller Eckels in his statement regarding 
the failure of the bunk of Illinois says the 
failure is due to injudicious and reckless 
n.othods followed by the officers un- 


j checked by the directors although their 
attention had been called to the matter 
and they had promised over their signa- 
tures to remedy the weak points in bank's 
condition. 


Of the sixteen banks that cleared 


through the national bank of Illinois 
t'vo closed the doors as the result ol the 
closing of their institution, E. S. Dryer & 


Co., and Wasmandorff & Heiman. These 
are mortgage loan banks and savings in- 
stitutions and their failure does not affect 
business. Six of the banks have made ar- 
rangements to clear through other banks. 
The balance of the sixteen are making 
arrangements as fast as possible.

Monroe in 1622 Is the only attitude which 
can properly be regarded aa obligatory 
for a similar situation today. The course 
the United States pursued in the recogni- 
tion of Columbia is the only course coc- 
gress can consistently adopt." 


Mr. Cameron in reply to Air. Hill said 


the constitutional power of congress 
should be recognized by everybody.

NEW YORK, Dec, 20,1S06. 


The Christmas season was fittingly 


heralded in New York by Wednesday's 
snow storm, which in its beginning was 
KG fast and furious that every one began 
to recall the "blizzard " and prepare for 
its equal. Though its duration was short 
the snow fell so rapidly that the city still 
retains its mid-winter aspect except in 
the streets that Colonel Warmg's able 
department has cleared for traffic, and 
today every sleigh that could be begged 
or borrowed was adding its contribution 
to the number oi' winter-lovers in the 
parks. 


This week New York presents an un- 


usually lively appearance. 
The depart- 


ment stores that have been doing so much 
to make the town picturesque this fall, 
in their endeavors by novel attractions to 
brine; to themselves the trade which was 
divided by the new competitors, are now 
reaping their rewards and crowds of pur- 
chasers are gladdening the hearts of the 
merchants in making ready for the day 
,of gifts, while the spirit of Christmas 
keeps the skies fair that no would-be- 
giver may be deterred from carrying out 
his intentions by untoward weather. 


On the "street" two circumstances have 


convened to weaken prices, and thus in- 
directly alfeet business throughout the 
country, high rates of exchange, and the 
senate committee':! action on the Cuban 
resolution. The first cause is merely inci- 
dental tc the great accumulation of idle 
money in New York, which is forcing in- 
vestors to accept the higher rates of in- 
terest now obtaining in Europe. 


As for Cuba, business men generally 


feel that the situation as stated in the 
president's message calls for no immedi- 
ate action, and that, while in due season 
it may be the duty of our government to 
take sorn e action looking to an end of the 
war,it is be no means evident that we eant 
do any good by prematurely recognizing 
the very uncertain and ill-defined "He- 
public" of Cuba. 


A more vital question politically is the 


coming election of senator inthib btate. 
The Union League club has initiated a 
campaign in behalf of Joseph II. Choate, 
and other clubs and organizations are rap- 
idly taking the matter up by endorsing 
his candidacy. 


The Republican machine, made confi- 


dent by the great party victories of the 
past three years, is preparing to nominate 
ex-Senator Platt. 


Mr. Choate is the unquestioned leader 


of the American bar, an energetic and 
convincing public speaker, a man of edu- 
cation and refinement, unwilling to stoop 
to the petty meannesses and chicanery of 
machine rule; in fine, a most excellent 
representative 
of our 
New England 


virtues. The best that can be said for Mr. 
Platt is that he never presumed to be bet- 
ter than hfc is and that he rende; < H a. real 
service to the country by his energetic 
work at St. Louis last June, where by co- 
operation with the Massachusetts dele- 
gates he succeeded in having the gold 
plank inserted in the Republican plat- 
form. 


Even his opponents must admit that 


Mr. Platt has an undoubted ability in 
making friends. His hold on the country's 
legislators is remarkable, and though it. is 
a "pity tis true," the most sanguine of 
Choate's supporters cannot look for the 
election of his candidate. 
That New 


York is thus unwilling to honor and be 
honored by one of her most eminent citi- 
zens will be a lasting stigma to party 
politics.
